The suspension of the last Office Action has been lifted. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued exannination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (ConnmY Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued exannination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 12/05/03 has 
been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The indicated allowability of claims 53-64 is withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference(s) to JP63029459 and JP63216270. Rejections based on the 
newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 
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Claim Rejections -35 use §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

6. Claims 53-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over either JP63029459 or JP63216270, 
applicant's citations. 

The references show apparatus and method in which power is generated via a 
compression stage, a turbine stage and an electricity generation stage. The systems 
compresses gas, heat at least part of the gas and appear to produce power. There is 
an apparent heating stage, which has spent gas introduced into it for compression. The 
diagrams of each reference appear to include the presence of a single shaft 
construction. (Applicant's claims 58 and 61).

If not shown by the reference, then the claims would be considered an obvious 
modification thereover because the substitution of oxygen for air would not produce any 
unexpected results in view of the fact that air is contains oxygen.
